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“Too much good farm land is 
being used for housing” pro- 
jects.” That is what is being 
said in some quarters — and not 
without reason, But then, how 
can it be otherwise. New houses 
are definitely needed, and they 
can’t be built in mid-air. But it 
is not only for houses that land 
is required. Each new commun- 
ity that is opened up must also 
have roads, storés, schools, gas- 
stations, parks, theatres and last 
but not least, churches. 

However, farm acreage taken 
over for such projects cannot be 
nearly as great as that which is 
sacrificed for the erection of 
huge industrial plants, and: for 


“the construction of super-high- 


ways. It has worried us for some 
time. Travel the new Barrie 
highway for instance. How much 
farm land was taken over for its 
construction? Or the new Ford 
plant — taking in some of the 
best farms in the district. Now 
chain stores are building on the 
outskirts of many cities — big 
stores, complete with parking 
lots. Almost every city is push- 
ing its outskirts farther out in- 
to the country. Real estate 
agents are having a field day 
among nearby farmers, who, 
attracted by good; cash offers, 
and having in mind the decline 
in farm produce prices, are 
usually ready to make a deal. Of 
course, if farm property is re- 
quired by the Department of 
Highways, the farmer doesn’t 
have much say in it anyway. 
And think of the land that must 
be .taken over where a clover- 
leaf is necessary! 

Modern highways follow . a 
straight ‘line, insofar as that is 
possible, so there can be little 
choice as to what farm land is 
taken over’ once a sugvey is 
completed. But such is not the 
case with industrial plants. They 
can’ be here, or they can be 
there — according to the best 
interests of the company. Whe- 
ther the land required is highly 
productive or not makes little 
difference.

wonder couldn't 


there be some form of control 
governing the sale of agricul- 
tural land for industrial pur- 
poses? Surely there is. plenty 


of waste land that might be used 
to good advantage instead of 
being left to grow weeds. That 
much productive land has al- 
ready heen sold to industry 1s lt- 
tle short of.a crime. Can't some- 
thing be done fo put the brake 
on before it is too late — before 
we wake up and wonder what 
happened to all our good high- 
way farms? 

Not only purchased iand is 
affected: grading -and building 
highways indirectly affects other 
farm land, still in production 
changing the natural drainage 
of the land on either side of the 
road. As a private enterprise 
fartn ponds have proved them- 
selves, as very satisfactory 
Wouldn't it also be possible, as 
a conservation measure, for the 
Department of Highways, in co- 
operation with the Department 
of Lands and Forests, to con« 
struct artificial ponds in. low~ 
lying areas directly. attribut- 
able to highway construction? 
These unsightly bare spots may 
be seen on many farms border- 
ing every new highway in the 
province. 

On the other hand, another 
fact is perfeotiy obvious as one 
‘drives through the country. In 
spite of modern machinery some 
farms are not as productive as 
they were at time — our 
own included. A man whose 
work takes him to many, places 
told us that most of the farms 
he visits are owned and operat- 
ed by men over 70. In other

cases younger men are holding 
down jobs and trying to farm at 
the same time. But even these 
farms should not be sacrificed 
to the bulldozer. The fertitity 
is there, and should the time 
ever come —- and with increased 
population it well may — when 
farm produce is more urgently 
needed, then these farms can be 
*put into peak production once 
again — if help is available and 
returns for farm produce make 
it possible. 

Well, having got that off my 
chest I'll go out and. find out 
how production has been going 


on around here. We imported 
60 pullets last .week.. For the 
first few weeks looking after 


them is fun. Gathering eggs is 
quite an event —. we couldn’t 
be more.excited if they were 
laying golden eggs. Two more 
today than yesterday. And the 
size... soon they will be Grade 
A. Large! The hens, of course, 
are .moulting and falling off. 
But ow they supply us with 
meat, poor dears. What a mercy 
geese, chickens, turkeys and 
the like, have no realization of 
the fate that awaits them. They 
have a short but happy life — 
or do they? I can’t think that 
turkeys, raised. on wire, can be 
happy. I wouldn't want to raise 
turkeys for that same reason.

Another disadvantage, Ellis 
points out, is that players “nat- 
ter” at each other and in some 
cases use threats.

Weeks of Work 

But first the rushes must be 
cut and gathered. This entails 
weeks of work in the fresh- 
water rivers and dykes of Nor- 
folk and Suffolk, seaching for 
clumps of “boulder” or “seg”, 
wading out into the river mud 
in thigh boots to cut the rushes 


below water; bundle and store 


them in some barn near by. 


Norfolk rushes grow the best 
by the Broads, and may be seen 
standing some eight to ten feet 
out of the water. The Broadsmen 
cut as near to the roots as pos- 
sible in order to reap the “butt 
end,’ which provides the strong- 
est section of the rush. Some- 
times they use sickles or poles 
8 feet long. Each rush bed is cut 
on alternate years. If left for a 
longer period the rushes tend to 
become stiff and brittle.

No hailstones have fallen on 
the pretty Alpine village of Poels, 
in Styria, Central Austria, for

This “shooting the hail clouds 
away” has been going on since 
1840 at least. The gun, a queer, 
mortar-like contraption consist- 
ing mainly of a 2-ft. iron tube 
with a 1?-in. diameter, and 
weighing 200 lb. is always kept 
loaded. 

In charge of it is Farmer Peter 
Rucker.

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Dressmaking Tough 
In Grandma’s Day 


The vast improvements in 
dressmaking techniques of today 
have been emphasized by an in- 
teresting experiment conducted 
by a modern housewife. | 

Accustomed to modern’ home 
dressmaking equipment and 
techniques which made it easy 
for her to whip up a new dress 
in a few hours, she decided, in 
the interest of science, to make 
herself a dress exactly the way 
her pioneer ancestor had to do 
it—the hard way. 

Beginning with the raw cotton 
and a spinning wheel, the ex 
perimenter compared the resultr 
of her work with modern 
methods. With practise she could 
turn out about a pound of yarn 
a day on the spinning wheel. In 
the same length of time a single 
operator in a modern spinning 
plant produced twelve hundred 
pounds of yarn that was stronger 
and more uniform in quality. 

Weaving was part of every 
homemaker's job in pioneer times 
and operating an old hand loom, 
she found it took another full 
day to make enough cloth for 
her dress. The operator of a mod- 
ern loom in @ textile mill made 
enough for 300 dresses in the 
same period. 

Bleaching came next. Eighteen 
hours were spent on the tedious 
job. The cloth had to be treated 
with buttermilk, washed many 
times and then spread on. the 
grass in the sunlight to dry. To 
day, bleaching is done chemically 
by machinery that turn ou! 
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thousands of yards a day. 
Dyeing the fabric for the dress 
meant standing over steaming 
dye pots for six solid hours. Old 
fashioned dyes were made from 
seeds, flowers and the bark of 
trees. Today, thousands of yards 
are dyed in a matter,of hours 
with modern, fast dyes made from 
chemicals: derived from coal tar. 


The cutting-out was done with 
rough ‘hand-made patterns. 
(There were none of our detailed 
tissue paper patterns in pioneer 
days.) The cutting alone took al) 
of thirty minutes. Compared with 
this time factory cutting machines 
following expertly designed pat- 
terns whipped through hundreds 
of thicknesses in one operation. 

Sewing entirely by hand took 
the experimenter a total of eight 
and one-half hours, At a dress 
factory, workers completed the 
same type of dress in 75 minutes 

Pressing each seam with an 
old-fashioned flat iron consumed 
another half hour compared to 


the factory job of only seconds, ° 


When finished the weary house- 
wife decided that modern tech- 
nology and mass - production 
methods could produce a dress 
of far better quality, and in 
terms of toil, less expensive than 
she or her ancestor could, Even 
in making clothes at home, mod- 
ern women have been freed the 


drudgery of making their own 
materials. 

Altogether the experimenta) 
dressmaking job consumed a total! 


of 60 hours and great-great 
grandmother would have spread 
the various steps over a period o!

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How Can I?

Q. How can 1 wash leather 
gloves? 

A. Use a soft brush and soap- 
suds with cool water. Rinse in 
clear water. Pull the fingers into 
shape and blow open the fingers 
and glove If no glove, form is 
used, stuff with tissue paper and 
hang up to dry in room temper- 
ature. When half dry, put the 
gloves on the hands to shape. 


Q. How can I make glass 
opaque? 

A. If it is desired to make some 
glass surface opaque, rub. over 
it with a lump of putty. Apply 
evenly and carefully, rubbing 
one way only. 

Q. How can 1 keep medicine 
from staining the teeth? 

A. If no glass tube is avail- 
able for taking a medicine that 
stains the teeth, use a stick of 
macaroni for the purpose. It 
will draw perfectly. 

Q. How can I make nse of left- 

ver milk? 

A. If it so happens that there 
is a quart or more of milk on 
hand, make a rice pudding, a 
custard, or a dish with a creamed 
sauce, ,Another pleasing way to 
use it is to have a slice of ham 
for dinner and bake it in milk in 
the oven for about an hour, add- 
ing milk as it boils away. 

Q. How can t retain the colors 
in cretonne when laundering? 

A. The next time it is neces- 
sary to launder the cretonne slip 
covers, or any other cretonne ar- 
tickles, try washing them in bran 
water and see if they do not re- 
tain their colors. 

Q. How .can I] make a tooth 
brush last longer? 


A, Soak the new tooth brush a? 


salt water over night, not only 
to cleanse it but to make it last 
longer. 

Q. How can I remove ammonia 
stains? 

A. Ammonia will sometimes 
change the color of fabric on 
which it has been used for the 
removal of spots. When this is 
the case, the original color often 
can be restored by applying vine- 
gar and. water, 

Q. What is a good home rem- 
edy for relieving a.cough? 

A. A mixture of honey and 
lemon juice will often prove ef- 
fective. Butter in hot milk, taken 
before retiring, will ease the 
throat and induce a pleasantly 
drowsy feeling.

PURPLE BANNERS 


From Countryman’s Year, by Haydn 5S. Pearson 


THE humble, old-fashioned purple lilac is part of our national tradition. 
When brought to this country about the middle of the seventeenth 
century, it already had a long and interesting history. It came from. 
Persia to Constantinople in the twelfth or thirteenth century, and 
traveled slowly across Europe to England. In his Garden of Pleasante 
Flowers, which was written in 1629, Parkinson called the purple lilac 


“the blew pipe tree.” 


Over wide areas of our nation its fragrant masses of bloom bring 
cheer in the spring. Its thick deep green leaves hold their sheen through 
the heat and drought.of midsummer. There are clumps of Syringa 
vulgaris growing in old ston‘wall-lined cemeteries in New England; 

’ it stands faithful guard over the sacred spots where courageous pioneers 
lie sleeping across a continent. As home-seeking men and women pushed 
over mountains, across rivers, and through shoulder-high prairie grasses, 
they carried roots of the lilac with them. No one has a complete 
record of the things mothers alffd wives tucked into the Conestoga 
wagons and prairie schooners, but because man does not live by bread 
alone, lilacs, peonies, and favorite herbs blazed a trail along the virgin 


paths to new homes. 


In Cornwall and Devon the maidens believe thaf dew from lilac 
blossoms will bring beauty to those who bathe their faces in it. Legends 
and folklore have accumulated about it in England’s border country. 
In this nation it is a shrub associated with homemaking and with 
memorials to those who have gone before. Unpretentious and plain, it 
grows in gardens and by the corners of old cellar holes deep in woods 
that have reclaimed their own. Birds nest in its security and small 
wild folk seek sanctuary in its tangled dimness. The purple lilac has been 
a good companion to man as he has hewed a nation of homes from a 


wilderness.

On The Invention 


Of Lithégraphy 


In the early nineteenth century 
when pictures in books and ma- 
gazines were reproduced only by 
relatively slow and cumbersome 
processes—from copperplate en- 
gravings, from woodcuts, or by 
some similar method—engravers 
and publishers in Europe and in 
America were beginning to ex- 
periment with a new and simpler 
invention, This new process was 
called lithography (meaning 


“writing on, stone’), and it de- | 


pended on so simple a principle 
as the natural antipathy between 
grease and water. 

Lithography had been invented 
around 1795. by a Bavarian named 
Alois Senefelder, It was introduc- 
el in France in 1816 and was 


- being used successfully in Lon- 


don in 1822. Meanwhile this in- 
zenious new idea had already 
reached the United States where, 
in’ 1819 or 1820, the painter Buss 
Otis, a pupil of Gilbert Stuart, 
was making the first American 
experiments. 


Senefelder’s invention, like 
many other brilliant ones, was 
remarkably simple, It demanded, 
first of all, a special kind of soft 
and very porous stone. The stones 


used by Currier & Ives were of 


calcareous slate, imported from 
Solenhofen, Bavaria, and bought 
and sold by the pound. The stone 
was cut in flat rectangular blocks 
to the required length and width 


and a couple of inches in thick- 


ness. A soft yellowish gray in 
color, the stone was then pre- 
pared for the lithographer by 
grinding. A very thir layer of 
sand was spread over it, and it 
was ground smooth by another 
stone rubbed over it with a cir- 
cular motion. This process, 
known as “graining,” gave the 
stone a fine, velvety surface tex- 


ture, so delicate that a touch of | 


the fingers could damage it. 

The stone was now ready for 
the design, which would -be 
sketched on it with special litho- 
graphic crayons made of water- 
repelling substances. The crayons 


varied in width from the delicate . 


“diamond” size, used for letter- 
ing, to coarser grades one and a 
half inches wide. As the design 
was worked on the stone, the 
crayons were supplemented with 
brushes and with an alpaca pad 
for shading. The work was ex: 
tremely delicate and required 
faultless accuracy, for no erasures 
were possible. A line could be re- 
moved, but no proper line could 
be put in its place without re- 
graining the stone. 

The stone, with the complete 
design now sketched on it, was 
given a bath of gum and acids. 
Those parts of the stone not pro- 
tected by the crayon would bub- 
ble up under the acid, an@ when 
the stone had been washed clean 
with another solution the crayon 
design, hardy enough to resist 
the acid would stand out in low 
relief. The stone was now a plate 
ready for printing.-From “Cur- 
rier & Ives,” by Harry T. Peters.

Of course there are hundreds 
maybe thousands — of recipes 
for Christmas Cake, buf I don't 
know of a single one that can 


“top” the following for general . 


satisfaction. 
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CHRISTMAS CAKE 

2 pounds currants. 

1 pound seeded or seedless 
raisins 

1 pound sultanas. 

l cup candied cherries, halved. 

1 cup sliced dates. 

% pound mixed peel, chopped. 

% pound citron peel, shredded. 

% pound almonds blanched and 
shredded. 

1 pound butter or other short- 
ening (butter is best). 

1 pound brown sugar. 

ML good sized eggs. 

2 tablespoons molasses. 

4 cups pastry flour. 

% teaspoon salt. 

2 teaspoons mace or nutmeg. 

\% teaspoon cloves, 

% teaspoon rose flavoring. 

\% teaspoon soda dissolved in 2 
tablespoons sour cream. 


Cream shortening until light 
and fluffy and gradually beat in 
the sugar, creaming it well be- 
tween additions; add unbeaten 
eggs, one at a time, beating after 
each is added; add flavoring, 
molasses, afid soda dissolved in 
the sour cream. Dredge the pre- 
pared fruit, peel and nuts with 
l cupful of the flour, sifted. Sift 
remaining flour. and other dry 
ingredients and add to first mix- 
ture. Add fruits and nuts and 
blend well. 

Have your Christmas cake pans 
greased and lined with brown 
paper, also greased. More than 
half fill the pans with the mix- 
ture. Bake in a slow oven 275°F 
abouy 34% hours for the largest 
cake; around 3 hours for the 
next size and about 2% hours for 
the smallest one. Remember to 
set a pan of water in the oven 
if you have no” heat control. 

Cool the cake thoroughly be- 
fore storing in large covered 
erock or tin, otherwise a mois- 
ture forms which may cause mold 
to develop. When thoroughly 


cool wrap cake in waxed paper 


before storing. The cake may be 
baked in one large tin 11x11x5 
inches requiring about’ 5 hours 
at 250°F. Rose flavoring may be 
purchased at drug stores.

He’s Tasted Twelve Million Cups Of Tea 


He is John Davies, chief 
“taster” for a British tea firm. 
The department which he heads 
boasts twelve experts who each 
taste an average of 1,000 cups 
a day. Their job is to select and 
blend the most suitable teas of 
the thousands of varieties grown; 
and sometimes as many as 
many as eighteen different kinds 
go to make the cup that cheers. 

What does a taster look for ,in 
tea? “Flavour, pungency, quali- 
ty and strength,” says Mr. 
Davies.. “And colour, too, be- 
cause like most things tea 
taestes better if it looks good.” 
that takes years to acquire. 
There are only some 100. spe- 
cialists in Great. Britain, and of 
these, John Davies—who's been 
rolling the stuff round his 
tongue for fifty years—is one of 
the greatest. “It's more a matter 
of nose than taste,” he says, “a 
question of bouquet.” For that 
reason, a taster need not pander 
to his palate. “He eats and drinks 
whatever he likes; but does his 
best to avoid the common cold. 

How does anyone take up 
such a specialized art? “I was 
rather a duffer at school,” says 
John Davies, with the suspicion 
of a twinkle in his eye, “and in 
those days if you weren't very 
bright you either- went into the 
Church ... or into tea.” To-day 
he can tell just by tasting, the 
country and district—of the 
many hundreds—in which a tea 
is grown. 

But what makes John Davies 
and his team of tasters come to 
the boil quicker than anything is 
the way their careful work gets 
wasted when a pot of tea is 
made. 

Fresh; cold water; one spoon- 
ful per person and one for the 
pot (warmed) ... are rules that 
everyone knows. But did you 
know you should pour in the 
water immediately it boils? 
Overboiled water loses its air... 
the tea leaves won't float, they 


te-gour upset, 
iciiels, acid reboutd. 


sink to the bottom, and you get 
that “stewed” effect. 

As for the milk-first-or-milk- 
last controversy, Mr. Davies 
has this to say: “Always pour 
the tea on the milk, and you 
warm it gradually. If you put 
the milk, last, on to boiling tea, 
you’ re bound to scald it and get 
a rice pudding flavour.’ 

Mind you, only ah expert can 
tell the difference. The ordinary 
tea drinker, not having seen the 
tea poured out, would be unable 
to say—unles he guessed— 


whether the milk had gone in 


first or last. 

At sixty-eight, John Davies 
has long since lost count of how 
much tea he’s tasted. (After fifty 
years, taking an average of 1,000 
sips a day and allowing for high 
days and holidays, it’s something 
over 12,000,000,000 cups.)* He’s 
still learning. things about his 
art, and he still thinks tea is the 
finest drink of all. He doesn’t 
taste so many cups: these’ days, 
a mere 500 daily.

School Lunches 
Need Extra Care 


As much care and planning 
should go into the lunch young- 
sters take to school as a mother 
puts into any meal she serves on 
the dining room table, contends

the box lunch must have eye 
appeal as well as high food value. 

“The noonday lunch should 
provide one-third of the whole 
day’s requirements of the energy- 
producing, body-building foods,” 
notes Miss Smith. “This means 
proteins, minerals and vitamins 
for growth and repair of body 
tissues; and- carbohydrates or 
starches, fats and proteins to 
yield energy for work and play.” 

In ordinary grocery store par- 
lance, the nutritionist’s sugges- 
tions boil down to these, which 
are based on Canada’s Food 
Rules: 

Include about eight ounces of 
pasteurized white milk, varying 
occasionally with butter- 
milk or pure fruit juices. 

Use whole grain bread for 
sandwiches, and see that the fill- 
ings provide proteins—meat, fish, 
cheese, eggs or cottage cheese 
(delicious mixed with crushed 
pineapple). 

Put in at least one fresh vege- 
table—-raw carrot Strips, celery, 
a whole tomato, or a little salad 
made with cabbage _ parsley, 
green peppers or cooked green 
beans. 

For dessert use fresh fruit in 
place of sweets.

The raw silk has been pro- 
duced on Zoe, Lady Hart Dyke's 
silk farm at Lullingstone in 
Kent. Started 20 years ago, the 
farm supplied bolts of silk for 
the coronation robes of George 
VI and the Queen Mother.

Lilly Lee, who will soon go to 
work at the Warner mills at 
Braintree, Essex, is that “my 
knife doesn't slip.’ Her job is 
hand-weaving the 20 yards of 
velvet for the Queen’s corona- 
tion robe. So just in case of mis- 
hap, Mrs. Hilda Calver will 
weave a duplicate length of 20

The League weathered two world-engulling wars and became 
international in scope, the only major international professional 
sports organization in the entire world.

Player's salaries have soared to ten times the averagé paid

career for its major players, instead of a mere seasonal occupation. 
Players bonuses and play-off guarantees have replaced the old 
linesmen 
game, the all-star game has become an annual and popular feature. 

For three years, after the original, all-Canadian four-club 
circuit of Montreal Wanderers and Canadiens, Ottawa Senators 
and Quebec Bulldogs were formed, there was little change in the 
circuit. The Quebec club dropped out immediately after the League 
was formed, and was replaced by Toronto, but re-entered for one 
season, 1919-20. Hamilton, the sporting Ontario city, replaced 
Quebec in 1920-21, and remained until 1924-25.
